•ho were on the ground anxiously 
sked why the pump or engine was 
ot used and they felt that unless 
ne or the other came to the rescue 
IB town would suffer one of the 
reatest fire losses in its history.

Adopted By the Democrats of the House of 


Representatives—The Beet Sugar Lobby 


Is Getting: Desperate. 


Special Correspondence of THE UAZETTE. 


WASHINGTON, January 28.—The Dem- 


ocrats of the house of representa- 
tives held their long deferred cau- 
cus Friday evening and, under the 
skilful guidance of Mr. Richardson and 
other Democratic leaders, determined 
upon a policy which it is believed will 
prove most effective, not alone in fur- 
thering the interests of the party but 
also in stemming the tide of plutocratic 
legislation which it is expected the Re- 
publican majority will attempt to im- 
pose upon the country. Some of the 
members did not consider it within the 
province of the caucus to reverse any 
of the decisions of the last national 
convention, but, apart from their con- 
tention, it was determined that there 
was no necessity at this time for. so 
doing. It was further decided that it 
would be wiser for the members of the 
party to devote their whole attention 
to checkmating raids of the opposition 
on the treasury and endeavoring to 
protect the whole people from legisla- 
tion inspired by the great vested inter 
ests whose liberal campaign contribu- 
tions secure for them such extensive 
influence in the councils of the oppo- 
sition. 


The ways and means committee is 


still giving hearings to the representa 
tives of the beet sugar and tobacco in- 
dustries in this country and in Cuba. 
The beet sugar lobby is getting desper- 
»te and is contemplating a coalition of 
forces with the Democrats in an effort 
to reduce the protection on refined 
sugar. 
The beet sugar men are, of 


course, inspired by animosity to the 
sugar trust, but they frankly admit 
that they would be in a better position 
to develop their industry if the trust 
were destroyed, even if reciprocal priv- 
ileges were granted to Cuba. The 
Dem- 


ocrats are naturally and consistently 
opposed to a duty which puts immense 
DroSts into the hands of the trusts at 
the expense of the vast body of con- 
sumers. 
Representative McCall, Re- 


publican member from Massachusetts, 
tells me that he will vote for reciproc- 
ity, as he does not consider that a mod- 
erate concession would injure Ameri- 
can interests, and he believes the Unit- 
ed States owes it to Cuba to at least 
start her on the road to prosperity. 


Apropos of the beet sugar question, 


there is a story going the rounds in 
inner circles of a very stormy cabinet 
•neeting at which the president is al- 
leged to have told his secretary of ag- 
riculture that he was "sick and tired" 
sf having his expressions on the sub- 
j;ct "thrown in his face."

"Let us as Democrats," he 


says, "raise the standard of ballot re- 
form. We have a right to exp-ct that 
all good citizins will rally to it. 
Every decent man in Pennsylvania 
desires it. Lst us make it the first, 
the clearest and the strongest plank 
in our state platform " 


The amendments to the Constitution, 


ratified by the voters of the Keystone 
state at the November election, mike 
genuine ballot reform possible for the 
first time in over a quarter of a century. 
One of the salient features of the 
amendments is that providing for 
com- 


pulsory personal registration in the 
large cities. This is essential to a 
purification of the political atmosphere. 
It is to be hoped that the legislature 
will enact the necessary laws to give 
the amendments force, for without 
this they are of no effect. Most of 
the Democratic papers of the state 
have been ardently advocating ballot 
reform for years and many are of the 
opinion that it should not only be a 
conspicuous but a paramount feature of 
the party platform. Thus it will be 
seen that the distinguished Democrat 
of York struck a sympathetic chord 
•when he laid such stress upon the 
movement for purer politics. 


Mr. Black's letter was an answer to 


several Chester county 
Democrats 


who recently wrote to the ex-lieuten- 
ant-governor, asking him to suggest 
methods for the reorganization of the 
Democratic party, and, in part, is as 
follows: 


You ask me how the Damjcratic 


party may be best organized to accom- 
plish those great public and patriotic 
objects for which it exists. I answer 
that if we would succeed, in the im- 
mediate future, the party must ba so 
organized as to include within its 
ranks all those who adhere to demo- 
cratic principles of government in gen- 
eral. 
Nothing could be more unwise, 


perhaps fatal, than the reckless and 
useless perpetuation of recent differ- 
ences. There were some Democrats, 
most of them as honest as we, who 
magnified the silver question into a 
vital issue, and who, therefore, disa- 
greeing with us, our platforms and our 
candidates, assisted directly or indi- 
rectly to put the imperialist party into 
power. They have realized their error. 
They see the republic transformed into 
an empire. 
They are quite able to see 


now that even if bimetallism had been 
really the menace to commercial pros- 
perity which it was represented to be, 
it was a mere trifle in comparison with 
the transformation of our republican 
government, which has taken place 
and is taking place. 


Those, therefore, who left the Demo- 


cratic party because of it left without 
reasonable provocation, and we, the 
nearly 7,000,000 of Democrats who re- 
main faithful, must be careful that we 
do not incur a like guilt oy continuing 
to exclude them for diffsrencj of opin- 
ion upon an altogether minor matter. 
We want them all back. 
Upon every 


other question but that of silver we 
are as one. 
Unhappily, because ad- 


versely settled, there is no more a sil- 
ver question. 
I think it altogether right and wise 
that we should in our nominations for 
congriss require that our candidates 
should be such as have supported the 
party in the past an J can be relied upon 
to enter the Democratic caucus and 
abide by its decisions. 
No disturoers 


should be sent the.re. 
But in our mu- 


nicipal, county and state affairs we 
should not draw rigid distinctions be- 
tween so-called gold Democrats and 
regular Democrats. The governor and 
the legislature of Pennsylvania are in 
nowise concerned with national affairs. 
In these domestic fieldsil conceive we 
can nominate our candidates for their 
ability, fitness and general aeceptabil 
ity without any reference whatever to 
their views or conduct on the silver 
question. 


Answering other questions in your 


letter,1 beg to say that the Democratic 
party, relieved, as above suggested, 
from all differences as to silver, is a 
unit in Pennsylvania and needs only 
an aggressive spirit and a practical 
organization to win, if not in the state 
at large at least in many contested dis- 
tricts. 
The harmonization 
which 


seems to be taking place in Philadel- 
phia and Allegheny is very encourag- 
ing. But the Democrats of the coun- 
try should not wait upon events in the 
cities. Let them make their own or- 
ganizations. Let them send delegates 
to the state convention in their own 
interests. Let them look to their own 
candidates upon legislative, county 
and municipal tickets. 


I beg to take advantage of this oppor- 


tunity to make still another suggestion 
to the true and steadfast country Dem- 
ocrats of our state. Let us be as care 
fnl in forming the issues of the ap 
preaching state campaign as in the se< 
lection of our candidates. To go into 
state convention, resolve that our op 
ponents are bad men and call upon all 
good citizens to help us in putting 
tbem down, without promising any 
specific measure or policy for the re- 
moval of the evils denounced, is not 
worthy of the great, historic party 
which governed this commonwealth 
from the time of Thomas McKean to 
that of William F. Packer. The people 
have a right to know what we intend to 
do, if given power, and they will know 
before they consent to trust us. The 
mere denunciation of others is no rec- 
ommendation for ourselves. 
The 


abuses of the flarrisburg government 
are well known. Let us tell the people 
where and how we propose to correct 
them, and having done so, nominate 
able and honorable men, who, if elect- 
ed, will not, as has happened heretofore, 
betray us and dishonor their own 
oledges. 
" It need hardly be said that the first 
of these issues should be ballot reform 
It is the reform comprehending all re- 
forms. Until recently there seemed to 
be no hope for ballot reform except in 
a constitutional convention called for 
tbe express purpose. 
But the adop- 


tion of the constitutional amendments 
opens a broad road. The legislature 
can, if it will, provide for the compul- 
sory personal registration in cities and 
for a secret, free and inviolable ballot. 
But unless this most essential of all 
reforms is made paramount in all nom 
inations and in the canvass it'will be 
smuggled aside and smothered. Unlike 
the members of a constitutional con- 
vention, members of the legislature are 


chosen to represent such a variety of 
personal or local interests that they 
can hardly be got together to perform 
a purely public service. 
It is to be 


feared that Mr. Quay was not wrong 
when he recently declared that the 
amendments were well enough in them- 
selves, but that no legislature could 
ever be got to execute them by appro- 
priate legislation, and that we would 
never get a true and symmetrical ballot 
reform without a constitutional con- 
vention. But surely it is worth the 
trial. Lat us, as Democrats, raise the 
standard of ballot reform. We have 
a right to expect that all good citizens 
will rally to it. Every decent man in 
Pennsylvania desires it. Let us make 
it the first, the clearest and the strong- 
est plank in our state platform.

DANISH.WEST INDIES! 


Bought By Uncle Sun—Treaty for the Is- 


land. Signed. 


The treaty between Denmark, and 


the United States for the transfer of 
the Danish West Indies to this country 
was signed Friday morning by Secre- 
tary of State Hay and Cbnstantin 
Brnn, minister from Denmark. Tbe 
treaty, it is reported, will franefer ab- 
solute sovereignty over the islands of 
St. Thomas, St. Jobn and St. Croix, or 
St.Kitt's, to the United , States. The 
consideration is about $4,000.000. 


The Danish Wist ladies consi&t of 


three small islands lying to the south- 
east of Porto Eico; St. Thomas having 
about 18,000 people, St. Croix with 
25,000, and St. John, the smallest and 
least important. St. Croix is the larg- 
est, but commercially and strategically 
not as important as St. Thomas. 


The islands have remained under the 


rule of the Danish crown since their 
colonization in 1663, with the excep- 
tion of the period 1807 to 1315, when 
England seized them, only to redg- 
nize the priority of the Danish claim 
and relinquish them. They have been 
ruled by a royal governor and a colo- 
nial council of 15 members, of which 
four were named by the crown, and 11 
chosen by the electors. 


In such elections the franchise was 


restricted to property o wners and those 
having an annual income in excess of 
$500. Thus out of the 12 000 inhabit- 
ants of St. Thomas only 200 exercised 
civic rights. To the United States St. 
Thomas has the greatest value. With 
a safe and easy entrance, a roadstead 
deep and almost landlocked, affording 
safe anchorage to more than 200 ves- 
sels at one time, it has become the 
chief port of call and the chief coaling 
point in the West Indies. More than 
100,000 tons of fuel, all of which comes 
from the United States, is handled 
there each year, and such is the busi- 
ness of this town and its close connec- 
tion with America that English has 
been the language generally spoken 
for the last SO years. Moreover, the 
larbor commanding the stream cf 
commerce as it will leave the eastern 
opening of the isthmian canal, can, by 
fortification, be easily made impregna- 
ble. 


Negotiations for the sale of tbe 


slands to the United States were be- 
gun by William H. Seward, secretary 
of state, in 1369, when a treaty be- 
tween Denmark and the United States 
was concluded. An election held in 
the islands resulted in practically 
unanimous ratification, but when the 
treaty reached the United States sen- 
ate it was turned down. This country 
was then in the throes of the recon- 
struction period, when many of the 
southern states were without repre- 
sentation at Washington. 
There was 


a heavy public debt which many 
thought could be wiped out only by 
repudiation and the people were un- 
willing to add to their bnrden. They 
rejected at the same time the plan of 
the government to annex San Domingo. 
Within the past six years the negotia- 
tions were renewed. This time there 
was opposition from the islanders. At 
least one-fifth of the population ob- 
jected to their prospective loss of civic 
rights. 


Many looked upon the United States 


as a young but powerful factor in the 
future of tbe world. Ambitious, ag- 
gressive, fully appreciating the success 
of its debut in the congress of globe- 
encircling nations, the result could 
only be war with some other country 
In that event the trade with the 
islands would inevitably be inter- 
rupted, perhaps ruined, and their little 
prosperity swept away. In Denmark, 
too, there were difficulties, chiefly the 
question of price. 


An intense national pride also ob- 


truded into the negotiations. It was 
the Danish translation of the Ameri- 
can formula: "Wherever theilsgkas 
gone up, let it not be pulled down." 


Along with this quasi-patriotic sen- 


timent was a more sordid one, the de- 
sire to obtain for Danish commercial- 
ism specific privileges in the islands. 
Again there was the recognition of a 
duty to perform by the mother coun- 
try toward the islanders, the securing 
for them of United States cit'zinship, 
the free entrance into the United 
States of the islands' products, and tbe 
safe keeping of their material inter- 
ests by the maintenance of St. Thomas 
as a free port in times of war, as well 
as peace. 


The last, and tbe least important 


consideration, was the race feeling, 
which preferred to see the islands pass 
into the hands of a more nearly kin 
dred people, tbe Germans, than into 
those of the republic across the seas. 
No doubt, Germany, though fully 
aware of the impossibility under the 
operation of the Monroe doctrine of 
any realization of this sentiment, 
zealously fostered it through motives 
of rivalry in dominion and in com- 
merce.

THE MOHAVE INDIANS. 


They Are the Moat Superstitions Of AU 


Our Ked Men. 


J. K. Moek'mson, formerly a govern- 


ment special agunt. sa.vs lliat tlie Mo- 
haves are UK* most superstitious tribe 
of NorUi AutL'rieiiu Indians. 


"The Mohaves," said he, "believe in 


a god Mat-o-we-lia. lie is the maker 
of all things. He has a son, whom they 
call Mas-zaui-ho, who is kiug of the de- 
parted spirit^ 
Mat-o-we-ha, they say, 


conducts the movements of the sun, 
moon aud stars. 
He M-mls tiie rain 


aiul the sunshine and ileekles whether 
the season shall Unni; t'ea^t or farniue. 
lie guards ilie hunting ground. 
Mas- 


zam-ho has full charge of affairs in 
heaven, or >Vbiu» Mountain, as they 
call it. 


"They believe thai the spirit dead go 


up to White Mountain in smoke and 
that all the personal property destroy- 
ed in the tlnuu's with the deceased will 
go with him. There pots are constant- 
ly boiling, tilled with the choicest 
things to eat. They invariably cremate 
their dead that Mns-xam-ho may he 
appeased, and the funeral pyre is made 
ready for the corpse as soon as life is 
extinct, in order that the spirit journey 
to White Mountain may be accelerated. 


"1 witnessed about 12 months ago the 


cremation of an influential snbclncf. 
whose death was deeply mourned. The 
funeral pyre was made near the tem- 
porary villast'. just off the reservation 
at Fort Mohave. Shortly after night- 
fall all the mh.ihlinnts of the village 
gatherfd about the pyre. 
The body, 


wrapped in a gorgeous Mohave blanket. 
with the fringes artistically worked in 
beads. Tas carri.-d on the shoulders of 
four braves from the lodae to the plat- 
form of inllammnble firewood. 


"Following tlie paiibearers came the 


women and children and near rela- 
tives. The family group crouched near 
the pyre. 
The chief of the medicine 


men offered first words of praise and 
thanks to Mat-o-we-lia for making the 
elements favorable to an easy passage 
and then a supplication to Mas-zam-ho 
to receive the spirit of the departed 
chieftain with due honors at White 
Mountain. 


•"Then the de.T! body was placed on 


the pyre, the fin WHS lighted, the crac- 
kling flames s-uppi fiercely up about 
the corpse, and the spirit was on its 
way to its eternal borne on White 
Mountain. Friends and relatives chant- 
ed jongs of lampDtation and moaned 
piteously while the flames devoured 
the body. 
At short intervals thu four 


pallbearers cast upon the flames per- 
sonal property of the deceased in the 
expectation of its going up in smoke 
with him to White Mountain, thereby 
adding to his comfort. 


"The mourners also contributed some 


of their choicest personal belougiugs. 
so that in !ti> new and eternal home 
the absent one might have about him 
remembrances of their affection. 
To 


the women of the immediate family 
was granted the privilege of contribut- 
ing portions of their hair to the flames. 
After the Incineration was complete 
Mohave etiquette forbade the friends 
and relatives to eat sail or wash them 
selves for four days. 


"It is a belief firmly fixed in the Mo- 


have mind that Jill Mohaves who die 
and are Dot cieruated turn into owls. 
Wheu an ow! is heard hooting at night 
near their village, they think it is the 
spirit of some dead Mohave returned 
If by chance an owl falls into their 
hands, the bird is properly cremated, 
in the belief that the wandering spirit 
of its Mohave occupant will thereby be 
quieted and thus enabled to approach 
Mas-zam-ho. confident that its petition 
to be allowed to enter the promised 
land and 
thereafter rest 
in peace 


among the other good Indians of White 
Mountain cannot be refused. 


"Until \ery recently the Mohaves 


held yearly a mourning festival. 
It 


was the annual burning of personal 
property in honor of the departed mem- 
bers of the tribe. At the hour deemed 
most propitious by the medicine men 
to both Mat-o-we-lia and to Mns-znm 
ho the Mohaves assembled in an open 
spot near their village, a high knoll 
usually being selected. 
The pyre had 


been prepared as though for the crema- 
tion of the dead. 
When the tire was 


hottest, each member of the tribe con 
tributed to tlie flames some bit of per- 
sonal property held in choice esteem. 


"As the thick smoke floated sky- 


ward the mourning Indians wore con- 
soled for the loss of objects of personal 
adornment, apparel or of hunting im 
plemeots by their firm belief that the 
curling 
smoke 
rings 
were wafted 


straight to Mas-zam-ho. king of the de- 
parted spirits, and that their loved 
ones on White Mountain were soon in 
possession of these proofs of their last- 
Ing love and remembrance. 


""Coder the influence of their agents 


the Mohaves have abandoned the an- 
nual sacrifice to the dead, and. except 
at Needles, off the reservation, it is 
not now observed." —Washington Let 
ter in New York Sun.

The papyrus, 


which was found iu I'xcrlleut condi- 
tion, dates from the period about 1700 
B. C.—that is. iibnm 10(1 years before 
the time of Moses, or almost o.COO 
years a^o. 
It proves that the Egyp- 


tians had a thorough knowledge of 
elementary mathematics almost to the 
extent of onr own. The papyrus has 
a long heading, "Direction Liow to at- 
tain the knowledge of all dark things," 
etc. 
Numerous examples show that 


their principal operations with entire 
units and fractious were made by 
means of addition and multiplication. 
Subtractions and divisions were not 
known in their present form, but cor- 
rect results were obtained nevertheless 


Equations are also found iu the pa- 


pyrus. 
Among the examples given is 


this one: Ten measures of barley are 
to be divided among ten persons In 
such a manner that each subsequent 
person receives one-eighth of a meas- 
ure less than the one before him. An- 
other example given is: There are sev- 
en men. each one has seven cats, each 
cat has eaten seven mice, each mouse 
has eaten seven grains of barley, each 
grain of barley would, if cultivated, 
have yielded seven measures of barley. 
How much barley has been lost in that 
way? 


The papyrus also contains calcula- 


tions of area, the calculation of the 
area of a circle and its transformation 
iuto a square, aud finally calculations 
of the cu'iic measurements of pyra- 
mids.—Philadelphia Record.

Gibraltar, leaving Minorca to its fate. 
He was tried for treachery and cow- 
ardice, but acquitted. The court inai 
tial convicted him of not having done 
his best to relieve the island, uiid uu 
dor the application of article \- of the 
British naval code of those days be 
was condemned to he shot. The min- 
isters took him as a scapegoat, aud he 
was shot on the quarter decU of his 
OTvn flagship, the Mouaniiu*. in Ports- 
mouth harbor ou March 14, 1757.

Tiie Fumons Dwarf's Visit to England In 


13-11. 


In St. Xloholas Mary Slipfirs Roberts 


recounts tht* biiroesses of the famous 
dwarf Tom Thumb. Tliuro have been 
smaller dwarfs, bin uoiiu brighter or 
more IntcU.gtmt than our tiiiy Yankee, 
who was never more tliau three feet 
ialJ. He was born in Bridgeport, Conn., 
Iu 1832 or thereabouts, of "poor but 
honest parents." 
His renl name was 


Charles S. Stratton, and although, bis 
relatives always calliu! him Charley lie 
was known to the world at large as the 
one and only ** Gene nil Tom Thumb." 
Under the management of Sir. P. T. 
Barnum our small hero traveled all 
over and all around the earth, making 
two colossal fortunes, one for himself 
and one for his manager. On Jan. IS, 
1S44. be set sail for Europe to try his 
fascinations on kings and queens and 
princes. 


In those days a voyage across the 


Atlantic was a much more important 
event than it is now. and you may 
rest assured that Mr. Bit mum made 
great capital of this 1!) days* journey. 
The party consisted of the manager, 
the "General," his parents, his tutor , 
and a French naturalist, and a brass 
baud escorted them to Sanely Hook. 
This fact was duly heralded in the 
London newspapers, to which was add- 
ed the statement that "ou leaving New 
York the dwarf was escorted to the 
packet by no less than 10.000 persons." 


Soon afti r arriving in London Mr. 


Barnum and his charge called at the 
office of Tlu* Illustrated London News. 
The first portrait of Tom Thumb taken 
in England appears In that journal, 
dated Feb. 24, 1844. 
There are two 


cuts. 
In the first he is seen standing 


on a chair by a table, which serves to 
emphasize his diminutive size. 
The 


second picture is very good and Is call- 
ed "Tlie American Dwarf at the Prin- 
cess Theater." 
Ele is represented as 


being on the stage before the footlights 
parodying the walk and manners of 
Napoleon, ^om Thumb's performances 
at the Princess theater made such a 
"hit" that Sir. Barnum next engaged 
Egyptian 
hall, 
Piccadilly, 
whither 


thronged many visitors of rank and 
fashion. 


The American minister, the Hon. Ed- 


ward Everett, was very kind to his 
countrymen, and it was at his house 
that Mr. Barnum met a certain Mr. 
Murray, master of the queen's house- 
hold. On tbe day following one of the 
Queen's Life guards appeared before 
Mr. Barnum with a note containing an 
nvitation from the queen to General 
Tom Thumb and his guardian, Mr.

took him up on her lap. saying: "1 see 
yon have no watch. Will you permit 
me to give you oue?" "I should like it 
very much," was the answer. And a 
few weeks after he was again invited 
to Slarlborough House, where many 
children of the nobility were present, 
and Queen Adelaide gave him a beau- 
tiful but liny watch and chain.

The Great General Understood the Value of 


QUAINT SAM HOUSTON, 


Mis Pletnrestiue Attitude in tlie United 


States Senate. 


General Sam Houston of Texas was 
le most picturesque figure in the sen- 


ale during rny first years of service at 
the capltol. Like Beaton, lie was very 
fouci of young meu and soon came to 
count me as "one of his boys." Only 
those who were youngsters in the for- 
ties can realize the interest people felt 
it) Houston in the days when his part 
:n the struggle for tbe independence of 
Texas was still fresh in the public 
mind. 
Visitors to the senate chamber 


uvariably asked to have him pointed 
out to them, and they were never dis- 
appointed in their hero, for he was 
arge of frnine. of stateiy carriage and 
dignified demeanor and had a lionlike 
countenance. 


Always unconventional in dress, he 


would now and then appear at the cap- 
to] wearing a vast and showy sombre- 
ro and a Mexican blanket, a sort of or- 
namental bedquilt with a slit in the 
middle through which, the wc.irer's 
liead was thrust, leaving the blanket to 
liang in folds around the body. 
His 


principal employment in the senate 
was whittling pine sticks, of which he 
seemed to have an unlimited supply. It 
was only at rare intervals that he 
broke silence, but when be did speak 
lie always proved himself capable of 
contributing his quota of sound and 
patriotic advice to the deliberations of 
tbe senate. 


No passage in Houston's career was 


nobler than the heroic stand against 
disunion which marked its close, while 
of bis kindliness of nature and gener- 
ous helpfulness to those in distress one 
could recall stories sufficient to fill a 
volume. 


Near 
Quincy. 
Ills., there was a 


stretch of country known QS the "In- 
dian tract." to which fJouston held ti- 
tle. a fact many of tiie settlers thereon, 
a careless pioneer brood, failed 
to 


search out. 
One of them called upon 


William A Richardson, long member 
of the house I'rom the Qnincy district 
and subsequently a senator from his 
state, and asked if he knew Houston. 
Richardson said he did. whereupon his 
visitor confided to him that be bad in- 
advertently settled upon 160 acres of 
Houston's hind and that all he was 
worth stood in Improvements on it. He 
wanted Richardson to see Houston and 
make the besl terms tbat he could. 
Richardson upon bis return to Wash- 
ington told Houston the story aud ask- 
ed what be would take for a quitclaim 
deed to the Kit) acres. 


"What sort of a man is this constitu- 


ent of yours who has blundered upon 
my land?" asked Houston. 


"A good, square, honest man," was 


the reply. 


"Wbcn I turn him off my land, I 


reckon he and bis family will be beg- 
gars?" 


Richardson nodded. 
"What's this farm worth now?*' ask- 


ed Houston 


'Improvements and all about $6.000,' 


was the response. 


"What 
was tbe bare place wortb 


when you fellows went on it?" queried 
Houston 


'About Jh an acre: SSOO in all," an- 


swered Richaulson. 


"Good 
lellow. this man of yours, 


Richardson?" this after a moment's 
thought. 


"Best in the world." said Richardson. 
"Tel! him to send me $!iOO, and I'll 


make him a deed." 


In due time Ihe SSOO reached Wash- 


ington In the shape of a New York 
draft. 
Richardson sought 
Houston, 


who. having executed a deed, took the 
draft and indorsed it.

say this man of yours is a good 


fellow?" he asked thoughtfully. 


"Couldn't be a better one," was the 


emphatic answer. 


"Send him back this draft and tell 


him Sam Houston has changed bis 
mind.
